THE CONTENT OF THE ART OBJECT 


Think about each of those meanings and/or concepts for 
art (among others) that can be associated by creators of 
autonomous-aesthetic phenomena with the primary contents 
for art as they are incarnated in works of art and think 
about a single work of art--think about (1) works of art 
about the voyage--physical/metaphysical (the beginning 

or setting out/en route/the ending or arriving) the con- 
tent of the art object as a description of movement in 
space or time or both and think about Madame Bovary 
(2) think about works of art that are self-portraits 

(an explicit portrait of the artist as seen by the artist 
qua artist and by the artist qua spectator) and think 
about Madame Bovary (3) think about works of art that 
are portraits (an explicit portrait of another as seen 

by the artist qua artist and by the artist qua spectator) 
and think about Madame Bovary (4) think about works of 
art about the nonmanmade components of empirical reality 
(nature) and think about Madame Bovary (5) think about 
works of art about works of art/works of art about the 
creation of art and think about Madame Bovary (6) think 
about works of art about birth youth adolescence rites 

of passage and think about Madame Bovary (7) think about 
works of art about old age about dying about death and 
think about Madame Bovary (8) think about works of art 
about, the relationship of man to the world (au sens 
litteral au sens figuratif) and think about Madame Bovary 
(9) think about works of art about the manmade components 
of empirical reality and think about Madame Bovary (10) 
think about works of art about the interrelationships 

of Homo sapiens with each other and think about Madame 
Bovary and know that even though most autonomous-—aes- 
thetic phenomena can be regarded as examinations of more 
than one of the secondary contents for art [Can not Madame 
Bovary be regarded as an examination of the relationship 
of man to the world? Can not Madame Bovary be regarded 
as an examination of the interrelationships of Homo sapiens 
with each other? Can not Madame Bovary be regarded as an 
examination of the nonmanmade components of empirical 
reality?] every autonomous-aesthetic phenomenon is pri- 
marily about a single topos which means that the questions 
that are asked/that the questions that are answered by 

a given autonomous-aesthetic phenomenon are primarily 
about a single secondary meaning and/or concept for art. 
(Pause) Is it possible that the great works of art are 
those that in addition to asking and answering questions 
primarily about a single topos (as every autonomous-aes- 
thetic phenomenon by definition does) ask and answer 
questions about many of the secondary contents for art?
